scarce, and the mother had to go out

first, the girls in the club shunned 
her. both in school and at the Y. 
But gradually, through 
an appeal 


that they could really help her, they 
betran to take her into their acti- 
vities. 
S>h<> was shown, by indirect 


demonstrations and ta?ks. that it 
was considered a art, not a grue- 
some task, to keep herself and her 
home looking neat. 


She began, after a while, to he 


more careful of her clothes, and her 
mother, returning one night from 
i\ heavy day's work, almost went 
when she found clean curtains at the 
windows. Those clean curtains were 
the very first effort the girl had 
made to help her mother. 
The fol- 


lowing year, this same girl was per- 
suaded to continue her 
education 


through high scho.il. and she became 
a ver\- enthusiastic scholar, whero- 
as her one ambition had been 
to 


become old enough to leave school 
anr] go to work. 


Most of the older girls find the'r 


•rreatest enjoyment 
in the 
home- 


like privileges at the Y. \V. build- 
ing. One of our club members very 
firnilv states that she would not bu 
in Madison were it not for the '5', 
because at her rooming house priv- 
ilege? are so limited. She comes here 
to use the set-ing machine, wash her 
hair, take shower baths. d.o her laun- 
dry work and her ironing. 
In fact, 


this is where she lives, though her 
salary does not permit her to room 
in the building. 


Another girl, and she is one of 


those folks willing to go at least 
half-way in meeting strangers, lived 
in a rooming hou~G one whole win- 
ter without getting acquainted with 


more than a half-dozen people hi 
the city,- though she attended church 
regularly in an 
effort to make 


friends. In the spring, when a room 
was vacant at the Y, she immediate- 
ly moved in, and u week ago, when 
this subject was being discussed, 
said that she never dreamed that she 
could have so many friends and 30 
many good times in Madison. 
She 


went on to say that thu vesper meet- 
ings on Sunday were so friendly; 
that she thoroughly enjoyed 
the 


comradeship of the type of men who 
attend the mixers; and aibove all, 
appreciates the .fact that she can en- 
tertain her "friends in the parlors. 
"Just as good as at home," were her 
.exact words. 


And older people appreciate the 


use of these parlors, too. A friend

She went on to ex- 
plain that she had come from a smalj 
town where athletics for girls were 
not considered exactly proper,,-and 
though she had longed for years to 
play basketball, she never dared to 
suggest it. When she came to Madi- 
son and learned that basketball 
practices at the Y were open to all 
girls, she immediately came up for 
regular practice, and developed into 
one of our best players. And she 
feels «. real thrill at "the thought 
that she is a part of a group with 
such good clean sportsmanship as is 
displayed by the Y girls in their 
games. 


Health education has helped in 
other -ways, too. 
One of our club 


members, who worked in the cafe- 
teria, and was constantly on her 
feet, had a weakness for high-heeled 
shoes. She was never very strong, 
and always complained about being 
tired and nervous. She wasn't really 
sick and she couldn't understand 
this queer feeling-, so she finally 
went to the health education secre- 
tary for a physical examination, 
what -was her surprise and conster- 
nation to find that her 'dainty high- 
heeled shoes were blamed for the 
nerves, the tired feeling, and the 
achs and pains. She skeptically 
started taking exercises for her feet 
and bought a pair of shoes with very 
low heels. 
Such grumbling! She 


said she wouldn't keep those shoes 
very long! 
S-he was going to get 


some new high-heeled ones the next 
week. But when the next week ar- 
rived, she neglected to mention the 
new hag-h-hecls. 
That was about 


three years ago, and to this day sha 
wears sensible shoes, never being- 
bothered with any of the old aches 
and pains. 


These are detailed 
experience? 


showing what the Y. W. C. A. has 
meant to girls of Madison, yet it is 
easy a trifling part of the service 
the association has rendered to thu 
commonity. 
Little strpices, that 


mean so much in the commonplace 
wear and tear of everyday life, are 
being rendered constantly. 
No one 


can tell in so many words, how much 
the comradeships'formed here ihave 
meant to us. 
As the needs of our 
spirits are many, so we need many 
kinds of friends that we may grow 
in many directions. And I ani prourf 
of the Y. W. C. A , because it has 
*een the sponsor c; so many lovelv 
friendships. 


Yet, our beautiful building, as :t 


now glands, lacks several thing3. 
Many times I have wished tHrat there 
were only more rooms for house- 
pirls, or transients ,or an auditor- 
ium with a stage, better sitll, a 
swimming poo1!. For the grirla who 
are members of the Y. W., no doubt 
the two latter improvements would 
prove to be most interesting, in that 
they would provide more "good 
times." For what girl is not seeking 
a good time 1 But in order to broad- 
en the service of the Y. W. C. A. in 
Madison, it is almost necessary to 
provide more rooms'. The house sec- 
retary has to turn down requests for 
rooms every d«y, and during con- 
ventions or special tvents at the Uni. 
versity, the small number of rooms 
available for transients are reserved 
for weeks ahead of time. For this 
reason, the paramont need seems to 
be the acquiring of more space for 
accommodating house girls. And I 
sincerely ihope, that in this acquisi- 
tion, the Y. W. C. A. will become, ns 
years go on, an ever increasing "so- 
cial force for the extension of the 
kingdom of God," and that is part of 
our purpose.
